as no doubt 
but that a majority of the Republican party 
consists of men who were of Democratic an- 
tecedents. That is a yery comical declaration. 
Where is the once powerful Whig: party of tbe 
North? Have they changed their name and 
become Democrats, whilst the Democrats 
have deserted to the Republican*? The plain 
truth is, the Republican party simply replaces 
the Whig party of the North, and the Demo- 
crats hold their own now in every fair elec- 
tion. We can take the vote by counties, and 
we rind in the main the same counties Demo- 
cratic that have been so for the last twenty 
years, fhe relative difference between parties 
not being more than live or ten psr cent. 

Nearly the same Democratic vote that was 
polled in 1860 was polled last year, and in the 
same localities. Take the five or six thousand 
majority in Berks county, Pa., as an example, 
and about the same majority in Lancaster; 
the former Democratic, the latter, occo Whig, 
now Republican. We may go throueh Penn- 
sylvania, and take the counties one by one, 
where they were Democratic with a Whig op- 
position, and it will be found they are ttill 
Democratic, with a Republican opposition. 
But it is not worth while to refute any 
atement so absurd. There stands the Dem- 
ocratic pirty in the North, with the same or- 
ganization, the same public journals, acd for 
the most part the Bamc public men. 

A great ado is made over a Democrat when 
he goes over to the R-pablicans. lie is put 
upforoffl:e; he is made chairman of public 
meetings. He i6 proclaimed an old-line Dem- 
ocrat, in order to enhance the merit of the 
gain they have made. Hale, Hamlin— tbe 
one Senator from New Hampshire and the 
other Vice" President — were Democratr; but 
they left the pirty on this slavery question, 
and joined the Whigs before the Republican 
pirty was born. Democratic people, however, 
do not go so freely. The same arguments ad- 
dressed to a few leaders are not addressed to 
the people. 

The truth is, the Democracy of the North 
have not broken ranks, nor changed at all. 
The few deserters don't diminish the vote 
more than a small per cent. 

According to the Journal, tbe Democrats 
must be mostly of Whig antecedents, aud tbe 
Democratic party is the old Whig pirtv! ! No 
assertion can be more ridiculous. 

Wc grant that a majority of the Democrats 
South went of! into secession, but the Whigs 
there did no better. In fact, the politicians 
there of Wbig antecedents, such as ToombB, 
Benjamin, <fcc, were the most violent and fe- 
rocious of the secession leaders. 

We give credit to a few of the old Whigs 
North, particularly in New York State, fcr 
standing firm. Filimore and his old friends 
have not succumbed to Republicanism or rad- 
icalism, but they act with the Democratic 
pirty these days, and don't differ at all from 
them in steady opposition to Republicanism. 
The fact is, Whigs and Democrats, If they re- 
main what they prolessed to be in thttir palmy 
da s, c juld differ on no issue now. Tbe 
points on which they differed are not in issue 
at present. 

As to the personal merits ol the men of tbo 
i pirties, we don't, think they have enough 
to beast of. A jjreat many of them have done 
bad enough on both sides. We are ready to 
support aDy of them who have stood firm in 
this storm. Wc can even forgive a man who 
got tcircd at the Pope and foreigners, pro- 
vided he is well over the scare. We can al- 
most forgive a man wbo thrust a Southern 
sectional iesuc upon the country, who claimed 
a great Southern right at the peril of the 
c ountry, if he is sorry for his folly now. Such 
men have been terribly guilty, and ought to 
repent in sackcloth and ashes. 

At the same time, we have more faith in the 
Democrat*. North; for they have not had the 
temptations other parties have been eubjected 
to. They have resisted this Northern section- 
alism at all times. It is part of their party 
ereed. Some Whigs of the North, who would 
not be dragged off into radicalism when their 
party went, will do, provided they have got 
entirely over tbe horror they once felt of the 
Pope and foreigners. If they will confess 
their sins, as some of their candidates at the 
late election aid, when they wanted foreign 
votes, we shall let them off, hoping they will 
not do so any more, although 

"When the Devil got sick, 
The Devil a hum would be; 
But when the Devil got well, 
ThcDevilasaint was he." 

Indeed, to get the old Union back again 
we shall rub out and start agiiD. We cap get 
along even with radicals and secessionists, if 
they will promise to obey the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. 

After al), they ara no worse than other peo- 
ple, perhaps. They have got on the wroDg 
road and done infinite evil. If they have their 
deserts, we don't know what fate may avail 
them, but we prefer leaving them to an over- 
ruling Providence than to Parson Brownlow 
and the loyal leaguers. 



The Frbedmkn of Mississippi.— The West- 
ern Sanitary Commission, Jas. E Yateman 
Chairman, has made a report and issued a 
pamphlet upon the condition of the free ne- 
groes along the Mississippi river, whicb, to 
those who wish to learn the true condition 
of these victims of the war, possesses unusual 
interest. Their number is set down at "not 
less than 40,000, of whom 15,000 are in the 
army." It is the condition of the remaining 
25,000 of which the report mainly treats. The 
effort of the Government is regarded as wise 
in tbe main, bat as lacking scope and thor- 
oughness to meet tbe < xigencies of the case. 
The gieat object t* be attained, and which 
so far baa proved a failure, is to "save the 
lives and promote the physical, social, and 
moral condition of the nigger." The Presi- 
dent of the Commission has given to tbe woik 
greit energy, and has visited the pens where 
these "liberated" creatures are huddled, and 
speaks encouragingly of the prospect of elevat- 
ine them to the dignity and equality of him- 
self and associates. 

Tbe nigger troops near Memphis, he says, 
"are a fine body of men, of soldierly appear- 
ance." Such an acsertion will enable any 
sane man to form a very correct estimate of 
the value of tbe document so far as it assumes 
to ccmpare tbe negro with tbe white man. 
Li Holly SpriDgs tbe negro camp is a nice 
village where 93 men, 300 womsn and 317 
children are clothed and led by tbe Govern- 
ment. A full corps of school teachers aie 
provided for these favorites of the Abolition- 
ists. At the camp at P.esident's Island are 
1,S00 negroes— men, womtn and children— 
with poor accommodations. 'Phis is to be 
remedied — soldiers' fare is not good enough 
for them, and better grub has been provided. 
I Two hUDdred and fifty children are at 



Camp Sbiloh contains COO and a nigger hos- 
pital, crowded with black recipients of Abo- 
lition sympathy and Government pills. In 
Mcmphi3 there are 3,000 freed negroes, of all 
ages, 6izas and conditions, living off of the 
Government and doing well. Mr. Yateman 
complains bitterly because these fieo niggers 
are not paid as much as white men for their 
labor, and finds that army officers have dared 
to make tue distinction. At Helena there are 
2,213 of these defenders of the Union— 774 
supporting themselves, while the rest get 
Government grub. At the month of White 
river there is a camp containing 550, very 
destitute, aud the number it_creasing rapidly. 
At Goodrich's Landing, where General Haw- 
kins commands, there are six regiments. One 
is at Milliken's Bend and two at Vicksburg. 

From Goodrich's Landing to Milliken's 
Bend the explore* was escorted by 20 negroes 
on captured mules. He liked It. At Milli- 
ken's Beud there are 350 free negroes, exclu- 
sive of soldiers. At Goodrich's landing the 
explorer gained much valuable information. 
Eleven farms were worked by 2,775 free 
negroes, and fed by the Government. A 
physician bad established a hospital, but was 
not doing much towards keeping the poor 
negrc above ground. The negro complain- 
ed badly, and siid his new masters were worse 
than his old seccsh masters. The' lessees, 
Mr. Yateman learned, were "army sharks," 
and cared nothing for the poor negro. 

The Assembly of the United Presbyterian 
Church has a full corps of teachers at Good- 
rich's Landing. Besides these, four colored 
teachers have each a school. Ruse Anna has 
forty or fifty pupils, Uncle Jack has eighty- 
nine, Uncle Tom teaches thirty, and William 
McCutcben sixty-three. 

At Omega, two miles abofc Milliken's 
Bend, are 200 niggers cutting wood. At Van 
Buren|therc are 419 eating off the Government 
in hospitals, and 250 young darkice in good 
schools. Oa Pawpiw Island 1,550 are lo- 
cated in their filth. Young's Point has 2,100 
in miserable huts, destitute and dying, from 
30 to 50 and sometimes 75 daily. They have 
bad medicines sent forward to them. At De 
.Sota are 275 in liko miserable condition. At 
Vicksburg there arc 5 regiments of darkies. 
Thirty miles below GOO niggers had taken pos- 
session or Jeff, and Jo. Davis' plantation; ague- 
boat is kept stationed there to defend them. 
At Natchez there is a camp of 2,100 tree ne- 
groes, in moderats circumstances, only seven- 
ty-five dying daily. Misery had been driving 
many back to their masters by Its treatment. 
8ickness in a short time had reduced their 
number from 4.200 to 2,100. Thousands are 
perishing from want. Opposite Natchez were 
GOO in camp in the same condition. A regi- 
ment of 600 is at Columbus, Fy. Island No. 
10 has 1,000 free negroes.and 200 In the invalid 
corps. An equal amount ol suffering, filtb, 
sickness and death amongst the same number 
of people canuotbe found, probably, in tbe 
world; and still these miserable Abolition 
fanatics say they are benefiting the poor ne- 
gro. The condition of the free negroes along 
the Mississippi could hardly b3 worse. 



fcJTThe Mayor was on tbe rampage yester- 
day on account of a paragraph in the Demo- 
crat, He don't like to be criticised, and won't 
allow any reference to his conduct. He had 
just as well loam now as hereafter that as 
Mayor bis olficial acts will be discussed and 
his conduct scrutinized by the people of 
Louisville, and whether he likes it or not is a 
matter of indifference to them. 

The Democrat was warmly enlisted in be- 
half of Mr. Kayc for tho office he fills, and it 
will as fully discuss his acts, now that he Ib 
Mayor, as it did his claims In the canvass pre 
ceding his ekctioo. The article in the Demo- 
crat tt which he has taken umbrage was writ- 
ten by our local. It stated that a lady in 
great need, who had called for assistance, 
was told "to come to-morrow, and he 
would gi7e her two dollars." We understand 
that the Mayor says "« i* a lie " ' We don't 
pretend to vouch for the- s:atemeut made, but 
tbe discrepancy of statement is between the 
Madam and the Mayor. It was uot written 
to evoke the ire of his Majesty, but given as 
a plain statement of what our reporter was 
led to believe to be true. 

If such paragraphs will elicit from the 
Mayor or any other cit7 official information 
of value to the public, we ehall freely give 
them spr.ee— premisiug, however, that in no 
Instance will we permit anything knowingly 
to appear which does inj astic * to any ono. It 
is a good thing tor those who are promoted to 
office to know that the ocople sre their mas- 
ters, and hold them accountable for their 
stewardship.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. HANSON offered !he following join, 
resolutions, which were ordered to be printed 
and referred to the CoinmiUec on Military 
Affiirf: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: l That Kentucky is 
now, as she has alwuvs been, loyal and true to 
the Government of the United States of Amer- 
ica, and to the Constitution and laws made in 
pursuance thereof. 

2. That, iu these perilous times Kentucky 
has sought, with patriotic zeal, to. do her 
whol) duty to the whole country, without 
being swerved therefrom by the fanaticism 
which disregards the rights uf property, and, 
ia many ins'ances, the dearer rights ot per- 
sonal security, and personal liberty, on the 
one band, or by tbe wickedness, madness, 
and crime on tha other, which seeks by war, 
rebellion, and tresson to destroy the Govern- 
ment, the CousMtuticn, and everything that 
is valuable under them. 

3. That wc look upon the rebellion, which 
has desolated the country for more than two 
yeurs past, aa most wicked in its inception, 
and in its progress as treasonable, and as a 
high crime air-iinst Christianity and civiPzi- 
tion, and we declare that it is the imperative 
duty of the Government to suppttss it, and 
for that purpose wo desire that every consti- 
tutional resource of the Nation, whether of 
mon or money, or otherwise, shii! be devoted 
with untiring zeal until the objeet is lully ac- 
cornpiiahed. 

4 That we declare our abhorrence and un- 
qualified condemnation of fhe policy of eniist- 
ing negroes in the armies of the United State?, 
as ur just to our soldiers, degrading to our 
armies, humiliating to the Mlka, and contra- 
ry to the usages of civilized nations. This 
war is, on the part of the United ^tatee, the 
patriotic struggle of white American citizens 
for the preservation of their free institutions; 
and in this glorious struggle they ought to 
rely upon their own brave hearts and strong 
arm3 with unwavering confidence, and indig- 
nantly reject the co-operation cf negro sol- 
diers. 

That slavery is a State institution, guar- 
anteed by the Constitution of the United 
States, and Eiaves are regarded ns property by 
tbe laws of all the States where slavery exists, 
and they have b :en so regarded, since the es- 
tablishment of the Government of the United 
States, and in many of the StatC3 from a pe- 
riod long before the existence of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, yet, like other 
property, they are subject to capture and 
other lawful effects of war, and we do not ob- 
ject to their employment os laborers when- 
ever the public service requires it. 

0. That the exiting civil war, into which 
the Nafon has been forced by the wickedness 
and treason of the rebels, ought not to be 
waged on our part in any "spirit of oppres- 
sion, or for any purpose of conquest or sub- 
jugation, or purpose of overthrowing or inter- 
fering with tho right3, or established institu- 
tions ol any of the States, free or slave, but to 
defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution, and to preserve the Union, with 
all the dignity, equality and rights of the 
several Stales unimpaired, and that as soon 
as these objects are accomplished the war 
ought to ceaee." 

7. That the doctrine, recently announced in 
certain high places, that the States in re- 
bellion are no longer states in the Union, and 
that, upon the subjugation of the rebellion, 
they should be held as territories or conquer- 
ed provinces, by the strong arm of the military 
power, and that they shall only be admitted to 
a place with the sisterhood of States, upon 
new conditions unknown to, and repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United States, is a 
doctrine fraught with evil, and evil only, is in 
contravention of the Constitution of the 
United States, is dangerous to the liberties of 
the people, destructive of the rights, dignity, 
and equality of the States, tending directly to 
a consolidation of all political power in tbe 
Federal Government, and to anarchy, and, 
finaliy, to military despotism, and it in fact 
recogi'izes the dangerous principle of tbe 
right of sccission; against this doctrine we 
earnestly protest. 

8. That the proper constitutional relations 
of the Slates in rebellion to the Government 
of the United States have been suspended by 
military force, and, whenever tho military 
power of the rebellion is subdued and destroy- 
ed, and the people ot any of these States 

tly , shall, in good faith, return to their allegiance 
>and to obedience to the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, they have the con- 
stitutional right to resume their relations to 
the Government of the United States, as they 
existed before the rebellion, and any attempt 
to defeat or hinder tbis sacred right by the 
application of new tests and conditions, Is in 
derogation of the Constitution, and ought not 
to be sanctioned. 

0. That the Governor be requested to send 
a copy of these resolutions to the President 
of the United States, and to our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to be laid before 
that body.

Mr. HAWKINS offered the following reso-

Whereas, The armies of tho United HtUes, 
in Ihe present war to suppress ihe rebellion 
in the Southern States, have, necessarily and 



rily, many loyal citizens thereof by encamp- 
ments being made upon farms, whereby the 
same have been laid waste by the taking and 
nsing of forage and subsistence without pay- 
ing, or furnishing proper vouchers therefor, 
by the erection ef fortifications, the destruc- 
tion of ferries, tne impressment of

expense attending their prosecution in lhat 
court, which would, not unfrtquently, exceed 
the amount of the claim , and, in all cises, 
must result in long delay, greatly to the preju- 
dice of the interests ot claimants— therefore 
be it 

licsoh td by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: L That our Senators 
iu Congress be instructed, and our members 
of the House of Representatives requested, to 
introduce and urge the passage of such law as 
will afford sdequate relief to the loyal suffer- 
ers within this State, cither by providing for a 
branch Court of Claims within and for the State 
of Kentucky, regulated as the Court of Claims 
is now by law regulated; or by givine to the 
United States District Court, tot the District 
of Kentucky, jurisdiction in such cases, and 
making the necessary appropriation to pro- 
vide for the immediate payment of such 
judgments as may be wanted thereby; or, au- 
thorizing the State of Kentucky, through the 
medium of her own courts, to adjudicate, al- 
low, and pay such claims, of the character 
aforesaid, as may he just, and providing for 
her reimbursement. 

That the Governor be requested to 
memorialize Congress upon the matters here- 
tofore set forth, urging attention to, and ac- 
tion thereon. 

That the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tions, together with the memorial of the Gov- 
ernor, be printed and a copy forwarded, by the 
Governor, to the President of the Senate, the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, and 
to each of our Senators and Members of Con- 
gress.

Tne Poor Up Town. 
Messrs. Editors: While a vast amount of 
good has been accomplished by our generous 
hearted citizens— especially the kind ladies— 
towards alleviating tbe sufferings of the un- 
fortunate poor of our city, I cinnot refrain 
any longer from calling the attention of cur 
citizens to the sad and deplorable condition 
of the poverty-stricken community in the up- 
per portion of cur city. For the past week 
we have been made to feel and experience 
one ofthe coldf st winters that has been allot- 
ted us for a number of years — a winter bleak 
and bitter cold, that will long live in tbe mem- 
ories of the many poor souls who have been 
mads to suffer from its consequences. Pov- 
erty and starvation follow slow but sure in its 
footsteps, never failing to visit every humble 
hut and homo, leaving the fruits of their un- 
generocs visits fearfully depicted upon the 
sad countenances ef the destitute widows and 
mothers, never slighting the innocent faces of 
the poor little half-starved, half-naked chil- 
dren, who sit shivering in the cold before tho 
dying embers of the last lump of coal, or stick 
of wood. I say much good has been doue, 
and much good yet remains to be accomplished. 
Tbe winter is not over, and many a cold, pale, 
trembling lip bas softly murmured in earnest 
prayer, "Oh! Lord, how long?" and turned 
away, not even finding a ray of sunshine to 
bid them hope for a better time comirg 
Wnile the poor in the central portions of th:8 
lanre city have received the attentions of our 
cit'/.ms, there are those living in the upper 
and lower portions of it, who have been sadly 
neglected. Where rents are generaUy cheap- 
est tfcey are most likely to be found obscured, 
as if they were trying to escape the dutches 
of poverty. There is at present more suffer- 
ing, destitution and starvation in the upper 
portion of the city than was ever known in 
its history before, and in a great 
many instances these unfortnuate suf- 
ferers are soldiers' wives and widows 
— men who have sacrificed, and are still in the 
field willing to sacrifice, their lives upon their 
country's altar, while their poor wives, mo.h- 
ers, aged fathers and little helpless children 
are in tbe midst of a civilized community, ac* 
tualiy suit'-riug from hunger and cold. Ob ! 
shame ' This is no time nor occasion for us 
to exhibit any party feeling. Let us treat all 
as well as we e±n and show no partiality to 
any one. It is no political matter at all. In 
many instances mothers wou'd leave their 
miserable homes and go out asking: alms, but 
they fear that In their absence their little ones 
may die from starvation or be frozen to death 
ere they return. Some three years ago I knew 
a large and interesting family who were in 
excellent circumstances. Since that time, 
three promising young men, membera«f tb.it 
family, have fought gallantly and died nobly 
for their country. Misfortune overlook the 
old man, and, to-day, he is the occupant of a 
miserable hovel with his destitute' familv, 
himself sick and his daughters and aged wile 
unable to support themselves. Tuis is in- 
deed hard ! 

A day or two since a fashionably dressed 
lady visited his house (and others beside*). 
She got out of her carriage, went in, told them 
where to call on ber if they stood in need, 
promised them everything but did nothing, and 
was never heard from afterwards. Now, such 
instances of aristocratic generosity are be- 
coming quite frequent in the upper portion 
of the city, and by a class of people who pro- 
fess much willingness in their oestowmem of 
favors— 1» words— but not in deeds. "Gentle 
words" often banish teardrops of sorrow 
from the downcast eye, and may soothe 
the griefs of a saddened heart; but wonls 
only will not keep poverty-stricken moth- 
ers and poor little children from starv- 
ing cr freez'ng to death this cold winter. 
It were a much better plan to pmsHm 
more and preach less. [I am happy to 
etate that I have no relerence to any of the 
generous hearted and kind ladies connected, 
with the committee of ladies lecently appoint- 
ed, for thty are doing a good work.] 

Would it not be a good plan to appoint a 
gentleman from each voting district to look 
after the interests of the poor in his distrie:, 
who will make it his duty to bcc that they are 
comfortably situated? I think so. I do hope 
that the "good work" will still go on, and 
that something will be done to speedily 
alleviate the sufferings of the poor in the 
upper portion ot the city. Though (as I said ) 
they have been neglected heretotore by those 
in authority; not from carelessness, but 
because of their having no rightful knowledge 
of tneir condition, nor tbeir place of habita- 
tion. The generou'-heartcd citizens in the 
upper portion ot the city have responded 
most nobly to all calls upon them for aid and 
comfor ; several of whom have given bota 
time and money in the cause of this good and 
benevolent work. "Remember the poor;'' 
and, in remembering them, lorever bear in 
mind that 

"lie who sireth to the poor lendeth to the Lord."

The boy was doomed to die in a few hours 
when the dispatch was received. No time 
was to be lost. A telegram was sent to Gen. 
Meade suspending the execution. An exami- 
nation or tbe case was ordered by the Presi- 
dent, when it was ascertained that tbe young 
man ought to have been promoted loug ago 
lor gallant and meritorious service, instead of 
being shot. 

It appeared that upon the march of the 
army ot the Potomac toward Maryland, on the 
occasion of Lee's first raid northward, the 
young man alluded to became exhausted and 
fell oat of the ranks, aud, as soon as he recov- 
ered, he proceeded on after his regiment, but 
not finding it, and there being no time to lose, 
he fell into the ranks of another regiment, 
and fought gallantly at South Mountain and 
Antietani, and was wcunded in the last named 
battle. He was sent to the hospital, whicb 
fact, by the absence of a proper system in 
such cases, did not re ich the office rs ot his 
regiment. At last he was arreste i as a desert- 
er, tried, condemned, and was a' out to be 
shot, wheo, by the interference ofthe Execu- 
tive, his lire was saved, and a young man 
hastily condemned to au izuomlnlou* death 
was suddenly restored to honor.

Believ- 
ing the efforts thus far iu behalf of the poor 
entirely Inadequate to the pressing wauU 
of the hclplest suttsres In our midst, there 
were many who went forward last flight to 
give their aid. Disgusted and disheartened 
they returned home, feeling doubtless a deep 
sympathy for the helpless women and chil- 
dren whose lives through starvation and cold 
are hovering between this world and the next. 
We do not know whose duty it is to have the 
court house opened for such meetings; we 
only know that the house was not lighted up, 
and that the people who went to the court- 
house had to return without any action. What 
shall be done? Is it impossible to awaken 
sufficient interest among those who have the 
management of city affiirs to act, and act 
promptly in all things calculated to furnish 
relief to the needy. The funds already pro- 
vided should be distributed with as little 
deity as possible; and had the court- houae 
been lighted up, and the proper steps been 
taken, the fund could have been largely in- 
creased last night. 

Wc trust that ward committees will be 
promptly organized — say ten to a ward — 
and then a central committee, consisting of 
eleven members — one from each ward— mak- 
ing in all one hundred and twenty-one mem- 
bers. From such an organization great re- 
sults would follow, and those who are real 
objects of charity would soon be benefitted. 
If there arc funds still remaining in the hands 
of the Mayor he would be materially aided In 
its distribution by inviting such co-operation. 

The ladies whose noble efforts have result- 
ed in so much good, and who are still giving 
their time and attention to relieve the wants 
of the poor, cannot attend to all such crses, 
and we know they would r eadllv relinquish 
their offices to s 
tlon. 

Mayor Kaye could, perhaps, more speed'ly 
accomplish good results by acting on his cwn 
judgment.

The tobacco interest of Kcntncky is at tMs time 
ttaaaaat important one. from which wealth flows 
to the State and (Jencral government, and comfort 
and pro*perty to the citizen?. It is a crop, the 
of which, to the poor man and small farmer, 
cannot be supplied, for its production requires but 
a small territory and a limited force. Ily it the 
poor mau purchases his groceries, pays hi r B taxes, 
and educates bis children. It fills the treasury of 
the State, so that Kentucky can r nder efficient 
aid to the government in conquering the existing 
rebellion. It yields a lari»e revenue to the govern- 
ment under the income tax law. It takes but lit- 
tle, if anything, from the prodactiorl of grain, 
as its cultivation requires but little effort 
nntil the grain crops are out of the way. 
It employs women and children, who. other- 
wise, could be of but little service on the 
farm. It is a luxury, it is trse, but finding it-* con- 
sumers abroad.it bring* home the wea'fh of for- 
eign land*. It supplies tto a certain extent) the 
place cf gold and sterling exchange, at a time when 
these necessaries of commerce are so sea ce and 
difficult to be had. And jet this Legishture has 
heard with a-tonishment a*4 disr, ay that it has 
been recommended to the General Government to 
put an additional tu upon the article <>f manufac- 
tured tobacco, nnd a heavy and ruinous tax on tlv.t 
of leaf tobacco. This policy would destroy the 
crop utterly, and leave no resort for the kind of
